Excerpt  from  Standing  Orders  relating  to 
Private  Bills. 

100.  (1.)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  appli¬ 
cation  refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating 
sufficiently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed 
by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

(2.)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in 
one  leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating- 
in  all  parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in 
such  newspaper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of 
each  week. 

(3.)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a 
nature  that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or 
more  electoral  districts,  the  notice  shall  fur¬ 
thermore  be  published  once  a  week  if  possible 
in  some  newspaper  in  every  electoral  district 
affected,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper  published 
therein,  then  in  a  newspaper  published  in  the 
electoral  district  nearest  thereto.

“PUBLIC  UTILITIES  ACT.” 

OTICE  is  hereby  given  that  by  Order  in 
Council  No.  2791,  approved  the  23rd  day 
of  November,  1946,  His  Honour  the  Adminis¬ 
trator  in  Council,  under  the  provisions  of  the 
“  Public  Utilities  Act,”  has  been  pleased  to 
approve  Order  No.  6  of  the  Milk  Board  made 
pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  said  Act,  as 
follows : — 

THE  MILK  BOARD. 

Order  No.  6. 


In  the  Matter  of  the  “Public  Utilities  Act”; 
and  in  the  Matter  of  the  Production, 
Supply,  Distribution,  Disposition,  Use, 
Marketing,  and  Sale  of  Milk  to  or  for  the 
Public  or  any  Corporation  for  Compensa¬ 
tion  in  certain  Prescribed  Areas  within 
the  Province  of  British  Columbia;  and  in 
the  Matter  of  Licence  Fees  to  provide  for 
Costs  and  Expenses  incurred  or  to  be 
incurred  by  the  Milk  Board. 

Vancouver,  B.C., 

November  20th,  1946. 

Whereas  section  48b  of  the  “  Public  Utilities 
Act”  provides  as  follows:  — 

“  48b.  The  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council 
may  make  provisions  for  and  impose  licensing 
fees  upon  the  distributers  of  milk  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  raising  revenue  adequate  in  his  opinion 
to  provide  for  the  costs  and  expenses  of  admin¬ 
istering  the  Act  in  relation  to  milk,  and  may 
for  such  purposes  determine  who  are  distribu¬ 
ters,  the  basis  on  which  and  proportions  in 
which  such  fees  shall  be  imposed  and  borne, 
and  may  make  provision  for  the  collection  of 
such  fees,  including  penalties  to  enforce  pay¬ 
ment.” 

Therefore,  the  Milk  Board  hereby  orders 
that : — 

1.  On  and  from  the  first  day  of  December, 
1946,  every  distributer  of  milk  in  any  area  pre¬ 
scribed  or  which  may  hereafter  be  prescribed 
as  an  area  in  an  Order  of  the  Board  shall, 
before  engaging  in  or  continuing  to  engage 
in  business  as  a  distributer,  obtain  from  the 
Board  a  licence  to  carry  on  business  as  a  milk- 
dealer,  milk-jobber,  producer-distributer,  or 
primary  producer,  as  the  case  may  be. 

2.  Applications  for  the  appropriate  licence 
shall  be  made  to  the  Board  by  the  distributer 
on  the  form  prescribed  by  it,  and  shall  be 
accompanied  by  the  fee  prescribed  in  section  11 
(1)  of  this  Order,  and  the  Board  shall  there¬ 
upon,  if  satisfied  that  such  licence  should  be 
granted,  issue  to  such  applicant  a  licence  to 
carry  on  business  as  a  distributer  in  the  appro¬ 
priate  classification  hereinafter  set  forth. 

3.  Licences  issued  to  distributers  pursuant 
to  the  provisions  of  this  Order  shall  be  classi¬ 
fied  as  follows:  — 

(1.)  “Class  I.” — Licences  issued  under  this 
classification  shall  be  deemed  to  apply 
to  those  distributers  defined  as  “  milk- 
dealers.” 

(2.)  “  Class  II.” — Licences  issued  under  this 
classification  shall  be  deemed  to  apply 
to  those  distributers  defined  as  “  milk- 
jobbers.” 

(3.)  “  Class  III.” — Licences  issued  under 
this  classification  shall  be  deemed  to 
apply  to  those  distributers  defined  as 
“  producer-distributers.” 

(4.)  “  Class  IV.” — Licences  issued  under  this 
classification  shall  be  deemed  to  apply 
to  those  distributers  defined  as  “  pri¬ 
mary  producers.” 

4.  Class  I.,  Class  II.,  and  Class  III.  licences 
shall  confer  upon  the  licensee  the  right  to 
operate  for  the  purpose  of  distributing  milk 
only  that  number  of  vehicles  which  the  appli¬ 
cation  for  "licence  has  shown  as  being  operated 
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by  the  licensee  for  such  purpose  at  the  date  of 
such  application,  and  no  additional  vehicles 
shall  be  added  by  any  milk-dealer,  milk-jobber, 
or  producer-distributer  to  the  above-mentioned 
number  covered  by  the  licence  issued  by  the 
Board  without  the  written  approval  of  the 
Board. 

5.  Class  IV.  licence  shall  confer  upon  the 
licensee  the  right  to  sell  or  supply  milk  only  to 
the  distributer  which  the  application  for  licence 
has  shown  as  the  distributer  being-  supplied  at 
the  date  of  said  application,  and  no  primary 
producer  shall  sell  or  supply  milk  to  any  dis¬ 
tributer  other  than  the  distributer  named  in 
the  licence  issued  by  the  Board  without  the 
written  approval  of  the  Board. 

6.  On  and  from  the  first  day  of  Decem¬ 
ber,  1946,  no  person  shall  carry  on  a  business 
as  a  distributer  within  any  area  now  prescribed 
or  which  may  hereafter  be  prescribed  as  an 
area  in  an  Order  of  the  Board  until  he  has 
secured  a  licence  appropriate  to  the  nature  of 
the  business  carried  on  by  him  within  the  above 
classifications. 

7.  Every  licence  issued  pursuant  to  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  this  Order  is  subject  to  cancellation 
or  suspension  at  any  time  for  failure  of  the 
licensee  to  comply  with  regulations  or  Orders 
of  the  Board,  or  for  any  other  reason  deemed 
sufficient  by  the  Board. 

8.  Every  licence  issued  pursuant  to  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  this  Order  shall  be  for  a  period  of 
twelve  (12)  months  or  portion  thereof  ending 
on  the  thirty-first  day  of  March,  and,  unless 
sooner  cancelled  or  suspended  by  the  Board, 
shall  expire  at  midnight  on  the  thirty-first  day 
of  March  of  the  period  in  respect  of  which  it 
is  issued. 

9.  Every  applicant  for  a  licence  under  this 
Order  shall,  before  the  issuance  thereof,  satisfy 
the  Board  that  he  has  obtained  the  necessary 
licence,  permit,  certificate  of  registration,  or 
authorization  from  the  authority  having  juris¬ 
diction  in  the  locality  permitting  him  to  carry 
on  business  as  a  milk-distributer  under  the 
appropriate  classification. 

10.  Every  licence  issued  pursuant  to  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  this  Order  shall  be  limited  to  the 
area  in  respect  to  which  it  is  issued. 

11.  Fees  for  licences  issued  pursuant  to  the 
provisions  of  this  Order  shall  be:  — 

(1.)  Upon  issuance  of  any  class  of  licence, 
the  sum  of  one  (1)  dollar. 

(2.)  In  addition  to  the  fee  prescribed  in  (1) 
above,  the  respective  classes  of  dis¬ 
tributers  shall  pay  licence  fees  on  the 
following  basis: — 

(a.)  Class  I. —  (i.)  At  the  rate  of 
one-half  (  % )  cent  on  every  hundred 
(100)  pounds  of  whole  milk' purchased 
or  otherwise  acquired  from  a  primary 
producer: 

(ii.)  At  the  rate  of  one-eighth  (%) 
of  a  cent  on  every  pound  of  butter-fat 
purchased  or  otherwise  acquired  from  a 
primary  producer  in  the  form  of  cream 
for  use  in  the  fluid  trade. 

(6.)  Class  II. — At  the  rate  of  five 
(5)  dollars  per  annum  for  each  vehicle 
used  for  the  sale  or  delivery  of  milk. 

(c.)  Class  III.— At  the  rate  of  one 
(1)  cent  for  every  hundred  (100) 
pounds  of  milk  sold  to  the  public;  the 
aforementioned  one  (1)  cent  being  one- 
half  (V2)  cent  for  every  hundred  (100) 
pounds  produced  and  one-half  ( V2 )  cent 
for  every  hundred  (100)  pounds  sold 
to  the  public. 

For  the  purposes  of  computing  fees 
to  be  paid  on  all  whole  milk  and  (or) 
cream  sold  by  producer-distributers, 
the  following  milk  poundages  shall  be 
deemed  to  be  equivalent: — 

1  quart  whole  milk  2.58  lb. 


1  quart  9%  or  substand¬ 
ard  cream  _  .....  7.50  lb. 

1  quart  18%  or  table 

cream  _  ....  15.00  1b. 

1  quart  32%  or  whipping 

cream  _  22.50  lb. 

(d.)  Class  IV. —  (i.)  At  the  rate  of 
one-half  ( Vz )  cent  on  every  hundred 
(100)  pounds  of  whole  milk  sold  or 
assigned  to  a  milk-dealer  or  to  a  pro¬ 
ducer-distributer  : 

(ii.)  At  the  rate  of  one-eighth  (%) 
of  a  cent  on  every  pound  of  butter-fat 
sold  or  assigned  to  a  milk-dealer  or  to 
a  producer-distributer  in  the  form  of 
cream  for  use  in  the  fluid  trade. 

12.  Payment  of  licence  fees  prescribed  in 
section  11  (2)  of  this  Order  shall  be  made  to 
the  Board  as  follows:— 

(1.)  Each  milk-dealer  shall,  before  making 
payment  to  primary  producers  for  milk 
and  (or)  cream  received  during  each 
pay  period,  deduct  from  the  total 
amount  payable  to  each  primary  pro¬ 
ducer  one-half  ( % )  cent  for  every 
hundred  (100)  pounds  of  whole  milk, 
and  (or)  one-eighth  (%)  of  a  cent  for 
every  pound  of  butter-fat  in  the  form 
of  cream  for  use  in  the  fluid  trade, 
received  from  such  primary  producer, 
and  shall  not  later  than  the  tenth  day 
of  each  month  remit  to  the  Board  all 
moneys  so  deducted  from  payments  to 
primary  producers  in  respect  to  licence 
fees  during  the  preceding  month,  to¬ 
gether  with  the  licence  fees  of  such 
milk-dealer  for  the  same  month. 

(2.)  Each  producer-distributer  shall,  before 
making  payment  to  primary  producers 
for  milk  and  (or)  cream  received  dur¬ 
ing  each  pay  period,  deduct  from  the 
total  amount  payable  to  each  primary 
producer  one-half  ( % )  cent  for  every 
hundred  (100)  pounds  of  whole  milk, 
and  (or)  one-eighth  (%)  of  a  cent  for 
every  pound  of  butter-fat  in  the  form 
of  cream  for  use  in  the  fluid  Hade, 
received  from  such  primary  producer, 
and  shall  not  later  than  the  tenth  day 
of  each  month  remit  to  the  Board  all 
money  so  deducted  from  payments  to 
primary  producers  in  respect  to  licence 
fees  during  the  preceding  month,  to¬ 
gether  with  the  licence  fees  of  such 
producer -distributer  for  the  same 
month. 

(3.)  Each  milk-jobber  shall,  not  later  than 
the  first  day  of  April  in  each  year, 
remit  to  the  Board  five  (5)  dollars  for 
each  vehicle  used  by  him  for  the  sale  or 
delivery  of  milk  to  the  public. 

13.  Licences  issued  pursuant  to  the  provi¬ 
sions  of  this  Order  shall  not  be  transferable 
without  the  approval  of  the  Board. 

14.  All  milk-dealers,  milk-jobbers,  and  pro¬ 
ducer-distributers  licensed  under  the  provisions 
of  this  Order  shall  have  the  name  under  which 
their  business  is  conducted  in  plainly  legible 
characters  on  all  vehicles  used  by  them  for  the 
sale  or  delivery  of  milk  to  the  public. 

15.  This  Order  shall  be  effective  on  and  after 
the  1st  day  of  December,  1946.

“HEALTH  ACT.” 


November  23rd,  19 U6. 

URSUANT  to  the  provisions  of  section  7 
of  the  “  Health  Act,”  being  chapter  114  of 
the  “  Revised  Statutes  of  British  Columbia, 
1936,”  and  amending  Acts,  His  Honour  the 
Administrator  in  Council  has  been  pleased  to 
make  the  following  regulations  governing  the 
sanitation  of  eating  and  drinking  places: — 

REGULATIONS  GOVERNING  THE  SANI¬ 
TATION  OF  EATING  AND  DRINKING 
PLACES. 

Section  1. — Interpretation. 

In  these  regulations,  unless  the  context  other¬ 
wise  requires:  — 

“  Eating  or  drinking  place  ”  means  any 
place,  boat,  or  vehicle  where  food  or  drink 
is  served  or  provided  with  or  without 
charge,  including  common  carriers  not 
Under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Department 
of  National  Health  and  Welfare.  This 
does  not  include  private  homes. 

“  Itinerant  eating  or  drinking  place  ”  means 
any  eating  or  drinking  place  operating 
temporarily  in  connection  with  any  fair, 
carnival,  circus,  public  exhibition,  or  simi¬ 
lar  gathering. 

“  Vending  vehicle  ”  means  any  lunch-wagon, 
motor-car,  truck,  push-cart,  or  other  type 
of  vehicle  operating  as  an  “  eating  or 
drinking  place  ”  as  defined  in  these  regu¬ 
lations. 

“  Proprietor  ”  means  any  person  who  con¬ 
ducts  an  eating  or  drinking  place. 

“  Employee  ”  means  any  person  employed  or 
working  in  an  eating  or  drinking  place 
who  does  or  may  in  any  manner  handle  or 
come  in  contact  with  food  or  drink  served, 
or  provided;  and  includes  the  proprietor 
or  any  member  of  his  family  who  handles 
the  said  food  or  drink. 

“  Medical  Health  Officer  ”  means  the  Medical 
Health  Officer  as  defined  in  the  “  Health 
Act.” 

“  Communicable  disease  ”  means  a  disease 
which  is  directly  or  indirectly  transmis¬ 
sible  from  an  infected  person  or  animal 
to  some  other  person  or  animal.  This, 
therefore,  includes  all  diseases  referred  to 
in  the  “  Health  Act  ”  as  infectious  or  con¬ 
tagious. 

“  Vermin  ”  means  rats,  mice,  cockroaches, 
flies,  bedbugs,  and  any  other  noxious 
animal  or  insect. 

“  Common  use  ”  or  “  in  common  ”  means  the 
use  of  an  article  or  thing  by  more  than 
one  person  without  its  being  thoroughly 
cleansed  and  sterilized  after  each  use. 

“  Approved  ”  means  approved  in  writing  by 
the  Medical  Health  Officer. 

“  Single-service  utensil  ”  means  a  utensil 
that  is  to  be  used  once  only  and  then 
discarded. 

Section  2. 

The  following  regulations  shall  apply  to  all 
eating  and  drinking  places  save  where  the 
regulation  is  restricted  to  vending  vehicles  and 
itinerant  eating  and  drinking  places. 

Section  3. — Delegation  of  Duties  by  Medical 
Health  Officer. 

When  considered  necessary  or  advisable,  the 
Medical  Health  Officer  may  delegate  duties  to 
properly  trained  assistants,  deputies,  qualified 
medical  practitioners,  public  health  nurses, 
sanitarians,  sanitary  inspectors,  or  other  prop¬ 
erly  qualified  representatives  for  the  carrying- 
out  of  the  provisions  of  these  regulations. 


Section  4. — Health  of  Employee. 

(a.)  If,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Medical  Health 
Officer,  an  employee  has  or  is  suspected  to  have 
a  communicable  disease,  which  may  be  trans¬ 
mitted  to  others  in  the  course  of  handling  or 
preparation  of  food  or  drink  in  an  eating  or 
drinking  place,  the  Medical  Health  Officer  shall 
deliver  to  the  proprietor  and  to  the  employee 
a  written  order  forbidding  the  proprietor  from 
employing  such  employee  in  his  eating  or 
drinking  place,  and  thereafter  such  employee 
shall  be  excluded  from  handling  or  preparing 
food  or  drink  until  the  Medical  Health  Officer 
is  satisfied  that  said  employee  is  free  of  such 
a  communicable  disease. 

( b .)  Any  employer  continuing  to  employ  an 
employee  after  having  received  such  an  order 
forbidding  him  employing  such  employee  shall 
be  guilty  of  an  offence  against  these  regula¬ 
tions. 

Section  5. — Inspection. 

The  Medical  Health  Officer  shall  inspect  each 
eating  or  drinking  place  at  least  twice  annu¬ 
ally. 

Section  6. — Bacteriological  Examination. 

In  any  eating  or  drinking  place  the  Medical 
Health  Officer  may  for  laboratory  examination, 
as  often  as  he  deems  necessary: — 

(a.)  Take  a  sample  of  any  food  or  drink: 

(b.)  Swab  dishes,  glasses,  cutlery,  or  uten¬ 
sils: 

(e.)  Take  samples  of  wash  water. 

Section  7. — Vermin. 

Every  eating  and  drinking  place  shall  be  so 
constructed  and  maintained  as  to  exclude 
vermin.  Any  proprietor  becoming  aware  of 
the  presence  of  vermin  shall  take  adequate 
steps  to  exterminate  the  vermin  and  keep  the 
premises  free  therefrom. 

Section  8. — Water  Supply. 

(a.)  Quality  and  Source. — An  adequate  sup¬ 
ply  of  hot  and  cold  water  shall  be  provided  at 
all  times  for  drinking,  cooking,  and  cleansing 
purposes.  Where  a  public  water-supply  system 
is  available,  a  connection  shall  be  made  thereto; 
otherwise,  the  water  shall  be  obtained  from  a 
supply  approved  by  the  Medical  Health  Officer. 
When  water  is  transported,  the  containers 
shall  be  used  for  no  other  purpose  and  shall  be 
kept  adequately  covered. 

(b.)  Water  Containers.  —  No  cask,  water 
cooler,  or  other  receptacle  shall  be  used  for 
storing  or  supplying  drinking  water  to  the 
public  or  to  employees  unless  it  is  covered  and 
protected  so  as  to  prevent  persons  from  dip¬ 
ping  the  water  therefrom  or  contaminating  the 
water.  All  containers  shall  be  provided  with 
a  faucet  or  other  suitable  device  for  drawing 
the  water. 

(c.)  Individual  Cups. — No  proprietor  or  em¬ 
ployee  of  an  eating  or  drinking  place  shall 
provide  or  expose  for  common  use,  or  permit 
to  be  so  provided  or  exposed  or  allow  for  com¬ 
mon  use,  any  cup,  glass,  or  other  receptacle 
used  for  drinking  purposes. 

(d.)  Drinking  Fountains. — Where  drinking 
fountains  are  used,  they  shall  be  of  an  ap¬ 
proved  angle  jet  type. 

( e .)  Ice. — Only  ice  of  a  quality  approved  by 
the  Medical  Health  Officer  shall  be  permitted 
for  any  use  in  an  eating  or  drinking  place. 
Ice  shall  be  handled  at  all  times  in  a  sanitary 
manner. 

Section  9. — Walls  and  Ceilings. 

Walls  and  ceilings  shall  be  of  such  material 
as  to  be  easily  cleaned  and  kept  in  a  clean 
condition.  The  use  of  wall-paper  or  calcimine 
m  the  kitchen,  scullery,  wash-rooms,  and  toilet- 
rooms  is  prohibited.  Such  walls  shall  have  a 
light-coloured  washable  surface. 
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Section  10. — Floors. 

(a.)  The  floors  of  all  rooms  in  an  eating  or 
drinking  place  shall  be  of  such  construction  as 
to  be  easily  cleaned,  shall  be  smooth,  tight, 
well  drained,  and  shall  be  kept  clean  and  in 
good  repair.  If  floor  drains  are  used,  they 
shall  be  supplied  with  proper  traps.  The  floors 
in  rooms  in  which  food  or  drink  is  stored  or 
prepared,  toilet-rooms,  wash-rooms,  and  rooms 
in  which  utensils  are  washed  shall  be  imper¬ 
vious  to  water.  / 

( b .)  Dry  sweeping  is  prohibited. 

Section  11. — Lighting. 

All  rooms  in  which  food  or  drink  is  prepared 
or  in  which  utensils  are  washed,  toilet-rooms, 
and  wash-rooms  shall  be  provided  with  arti¬ 
ficial  light  providing  evenly  distributed  illumi¬ 
nation,  equivalent  to  at  least  10  foot-candles 
at  a  distance  of  30  inches  from  the  floor  and 
working  surfaces,  and  such  artificial  light 
sources  shall  be  in  use  except  when  equivalent 
natural  light  is  present.  A  minimum  intensity 
of  5  foot-candles  at  a  distance  of  30  inches 
from  the  floor  shall  be  provided  in  dining¬ 
rooms,  storage-rooms,  and  refrigerators. 

Section  12. — Ventilation. 

Every  eating  and  drinking  place  shall  be 
sufficiently  well  ventilated  to  prevent  the 
accumulation  of  disagreeable  odours  and  con¬ 
densation.  The  Medical  Health  Officer,  if  he 
deems  it  necessary,  may  require: — 

(a.)  The  window  area  of  all  rooms  shall  be 
equivalent  to  at  least  one-tenth  of  the 
floor  area.  Windows  fitted  to  open 
shall  be  equivalent  to  at  least  five  per 
cent,  of  the  floor  area : 

(b.)  The  installation  of  mechanical  appa¬ 
ratus  to  provide : — 

(1.)  Eight  complete  changes  of  air 
per  hour  in  rooms  in  which  food  or 
drink  is  prepared  or  utensils  washed; 

(2.)  Four  complete  changes  of  air 
per  hour  in  all  other  rooms: 

(c.)  Canopies  of  metal  or  other  approved 
material  to  be  installed  over  stoves  and 
directly  connected  to  the  outside  air. 

Section  13. — Screening. 

All  openings  to  the  outer  air  shall  be  effec¬ 
tively  screened  unless  other  effective  means  are 
provided  to  prevent  the  entrance  of  flies. 

Section  14. — Construction  and  Maintenance 
of  Utensils  and  Equipment. 

All  eating,  drinking,  and  cooking  utensils, 
and  all  show  and  display  cases  or  windows, 
counters,  shelves,  tables,  refrigerating  equip¬ 
ment,  sinks,  and  other  equipment  or  utensils 
used  in  connection  with  the  operation  of  an 
eating  or  drinking  place,  shall  be  so  con¬ 
structed  as  to  be  easily  cleaned,  and  shall  be 
kept  clean  and  in  good  repair.  All  surfaces  of 
utensils  and  equipment  with  which  food  or 
drink  may  come  in  contact  shall  be  free  of 
breaks,  corrosions,  open  seams,  cracks,  and 
chipped  places. 

Section  15. — Cleaning  of  Cooking  Utensils 
and  Equipment. 

All  equipment,  including  display  cases,  win¬ 
dows,  counters,  shelves,  tables,  refrigerators, 
stoves,  hoods,  cutting  utensils,  and  sinks,  shall 
be  kept  free  from  dust,  dirt,  vermin,  and  other 
contaminating  material.  All  cloths,  aprons, 
and  clothing  used  by  employees  shall  be  kept 
reasonably  clean.  Single-service  containers 
shall  be  used  only  once. 

Section  16. — Dishwashing  Equipment. 

Adequate  facilities,  consisting  of  a  minimum 
of  a  two-compartment  sink  or  approved  me¬ 
chanical  equipment,  shall  be  provided  and 
maintained  for  the  washing,  rinsing,  and  bac¬ 
tericidal  treatment  of  all  eating  and  drinking- 
utensils. 


Section  17. — Cleansing  and  Sterilization  of 
Eating  and  Drinking  Utensils. 

All  eating  and  drinking  utensils  must  be 
thoroughly  washed  with  soap  or  other  effective 
cleansing  agent,  in  water  whose  temperature  is 
not  less  than  110  degrees  F.  after  each  use, 
rinsed  and  subjected  to  one  of  the  following 
processes: — 

(a.)  Exposure  for  at  least  five  minutes  to 
live  steam  in  a  closed  compartment: 

(b.)  Immersion  for  at  least  two  minutes  in 
hot  water,  the  temperature  of  which  is 
not  less  than  170  degrees  F. : 

(c.)  Immersion  for  at  least  two  minutes  in 
a  chlorine  solution  which  shall  be  made 
up  at  a  strength  of  not  less  than  100 
parts  per  million  and  shall  not  be  used 
after  its  strength  has  been  reduced 
below  50  parts  per  million : 

( d .)  Immersion  for  at  least  thirty  seconds 
in  a  chlorine  solution  which  shall  be 
made  up  to  a  strength  of  not  less  than 
400  parts  per  million  and  shall  not  be 
used  after  its  strength  has  been  re¬ 
duced  below  300  parts  per  million : 

( e .)  Treatment  by  any  other  bactericidal 
process  approved  by  the  Medical  Health 
Officer. 

Provided  that  in  drinking-places  where  only 
beverages  are  served  cold-water  washing  of 
glassware  shall  be  considered  satisfactory  if 
followed  by  a  bactericidal  process,  approved 
by  the  Medical  Health  Officer. 

And  provided  that  by  the  use  of  one  of  the 
above-described  methods,  or  other  approved 
method,  the  final  test  for  sterility  and  cleanli¬ 
ness  shall  be  freedom  from  bacteria,  chemical 
reagents,  and  other  foreign  matter. 

Section  18. — Toilet  and  Lavatory  Facilities. 

(a.)  Clean  and  adequate  toilet  facilities 
shall  be  provided  for  employees.  One  water- 
closet  shall  be  adequate  when  not  more  than 
five  employees  (male  and  female),  as  a  maxi¬ 
mum,  are  on  duty  at  any  one  time.  When  there 
are  more  than  five  persons  (male  and  female) 
on  duty  at  one  time,  separate  accommodation 
for  each  sex  shall  be  provided.  Provided  that 
when  no  pressure  water  system  is  available 
sanitary  privies,  chemical  closets,  or  other 
means  for  the  disposal  of  human  excreta  shall 
be  installed  in  a  manner  satisfactory  to  the 
Medical  Health  Officer. 

( b .)  Adequate  and  convenient  hand-washing 
facilities,  apart  from  kitchen  sinks,  shall  be 
provided  for  employees,  including  hot  water, 
soap,  and  approved  sanitary  towels.  The  com¬ 
mon  use  of  a  towel  is  prohibited,  and  no  em¬ 
ployee  shall  return  from  a  water-closet  with¬ 
out  washing  his  hands.  Notices  directing  em¬ 
ployees  to  clean  their  hands  thoroughly  before 
resuming  work  shall  be  conspicuously  posted 
in  each  room  in  which  there  is  a  water-closet. 

Section  19. — Plumbing. 

All  plumbing,  drainage,  and  sewerage  shall 
be  constructed  and  maintained  in  accordance 
with  the  Provincial  Plumbing  Regulations  and 
the  municipal  plumbing  by-law  applicable 
thereto. 

Section  20. — Sleeping  Quarters. 

Sleeping  quarters  located  on  the  same  floor 
as  an  eating  or  drinking  place  shall  not  com¬ 
municate  directly  with  a  room  in  which  food  is 
prepared,  stored,  or  served. 

Section  21. — Dressing-rooms. 

Adequate  lockers  or  dressing-rooms  shall  be 
provided  for  employees’  clothing  and  shall  be 
kept  clean. 

Section  22. — Refrigerators. 

All  refrigerators  shall  be  kept  clean  and 
tree  from  musty,  putrescent,  or  other  disagree¬ 
able  odours.  No  meat  shall  be  stored  in  direct 
contact  with  shelves  or  walls.  All  perishable 
food  or  drink  shall  be  kept  at  or  below  50 
degrees  F. 
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Waste  water  from  refrigeration  equipment 
shall  discharge  into  an  open  sink  or  drain 
properly  trapped  and  sewer-connected,  pro¬ 
vided  that  where  sewer  connections  are  not 
available  clean,  adequate  water-tight  drip-pans 
shall  be  used. 

Section  23.  —  Wholesomeness  of  Food  and 
Drink. 

All  food  and  drink  in  or  about  any  eating  or 
drinking  place  shall  be  clean,  wholesome,  free 
from  spoilage,  and  so  prepared  as  to  be  safe 
for  human  consumption.  Food  or  drink  served 
to  any  person  in  an  eating  or  drinking  place 
and  not  consumed  by  him  shall  not  thereafter 
be  served  in  any  form  as  human  food  but  shall 
be  discarded. 

Section  24. — Milk. 

No  milk  or  milk  product  below  the  standards 
set  forth  in  the  regulations  pursuant  to  the 
“  Milk  Act  ”  shall  be  served  in  any  eating  or 
drinking  place. 

Section  25. — Storage,  Display,  and  Serving 
of  Food  and  Drink. 

All  food  and  drink  shall  be  so  stored  and  dis¬ 
played  as  to  be  protected,  as  far  as  practicable, 
from  dust,  vermin,  unnecessary  handling,  nose 
and  throat  secretions,  and  other  contamination. 

Section  26. — Domestic  Animals. 

No  live  poultry  or  animals  shall  be  permitted 
in  an  eating  or  drinking  place. 

Section  27. — Cleanliness  of  Employees. 

Every  employee  shall  wear  clean  garments 
and  shall  keep  his  hands  clean  at  all  times 
while  engaged  in  handling  food,  drink,  utensils, 
or  equipment. 

Section  28. — Vending  Vehicles  and  Itiner¬ 
ant  Eating  and  Drinking  Places. 

Every  itinerant  eating  or  drinking  place  or 
vending  vehicle,  unless  it  meets  the  require¬ 
ments  set  forth  in  these  regulations : — 

(a.)  Shall  serve  only  food  or  drink  prepared 
in  an  approved  place  and  manner: 

(6.)  Shall  serve  only  beverages  in  original 
sealed  containers,  provided  that  where 
sealed  containers  are  not  practicable 
hot  or  cold  drink  (except  milk)  can  be 
dispensed  from  covered  containers 
equipped  with  faucet  or  pouring  device 
approved  by  the  Medical  Health  Officer: 
(c.)  Shall  serve  food  or  drink  only  in  single¬ 
service  utensils. 

Section  29. — Garbage-disposal. 

In  and  about  every  eating  or  drinking  place 
there  shall  be  provided  and  maintained  in  a 
suitable  location  a  sufficient  number  of  garbage 
or  refuse  containers  of  water-tight  construc¬ 
tion,  made  of  non-absorbent  material  and  pro¬ 
vided  with  close-fitting  cover,  and  all  garbage 
shall  be  kept  therein,  pending  its  removal  and 
disposal.  Garbage  containers  shall  be  washed 
at  intervals  frequent  enough  to  prevent  any 
nuisance  arising.  Filled  garbage  containers 
shall  not  be  allowed  to  remain  in  any  room 
where  food  or  drink  is  prepared  or  served. 

Section  30. — General. 

(a.)  Where  no  provision  is  made  in  these 
regulations  for  any  state  or  condition  found  to 
exist  in  any  eating  or  drinking  place,  the  Med¬ 
ical  Health  Officer  shall  direct  the  proprietor 
as  to  the  best  means  to  adopt  to  secure  proper 
sanitation  and  hygienic  condition  in  the  care 
or  handling  of  food  or  drink. 

( b .)  Where  a  condition  exists  which,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  Medical  Health  Officer,  is  a 
menace  to  public  health,  such  Medical  Health 
Officer  may,  by  written  order  delivered  to  the 
proprietor,  require  him  to  close  such  eating  or 
drinking  place  to  the  public  until  the  Medical 


Health  Officer  shall  grant  permission  to  reopen 
such  premises.  Any  person  who  continues  to 
operate  an  eating  or  drinking  place  alter  ie- 
ceiving  such  closing  order  by  the  Medical 
Health  Officer,  and  before  the  Medical  Health 
Officer  has  given  permission  to  reopen  such 
premises,  shall  be  guilty  of  an  offence  against 
these  regulations. 

Section  31. — Scope  of  these  Regulations. 

When  any  requirement  of  these  regulations 
is  at  variance  with  any  by-law  of  a  munici¬ 
pality,  the  more  restrictive  requirement  shall 
apply. 

Section  32. 

(a.)  Every  proprietor  who  operates  an  eat¬ 
ing  or  drinking  place  other  than  in  accordance 
with  the  conditions  provided  in  these  regula¬ 
tions  shall  be  guilty  of  an  offence  against  these 
regulations. 

( b .)  Every  person  who  does  an  act  forbid¬ 
den  or  prohibited,  or  fails  to  do  an  act  required 
of  him  by  these  regulations,  shall  be  guilty  of 
an  offence  against  these  regulations.

“  HEALTH  ACT.” 


November  23rd,  19 U6. 

URSUANT  to  the  provisions  of  section  9  of 
the  “  Health  Act,”  being  chapter  114  of 
the  “  Revised  Statutes  of  British  Columbia, 
1936,”  and  amending  Acts,  His  Honour  the 
Administrator  in  Council  has  been  pleased  to 
make  the  following  regulations  for  the  sani¬ 
tary  control  of  industrial  camps: — 

REGULATIONS  FOR  THE  SANITARY 

CONTROL  OF  INDUSTRIAL  CAMPS. 

Section  1. — Interpretation. 

In  these  regulations,  unless  the  context  other¬ 
wise  requires: — 

“  Camp  ”  means  and  includes  any  parcel  of 
land  or  premises  equipped  with  cabins, 
dwellings,  bunk-houses,  or  other  structures, 
together  with  the  tract  of  land  appertain¬ 
ing  thereto,  owned,  established,  operated, 
or  maintained  by  an  employer  of  labour  as 
living  quarters  for  his  employees  or  others, 
either  with  or  without  charge. 

“  Temporary  camp  ”  means  one  or  more 
tents,  buildings,  or  structures  established 
or  maintained  as  a  temporary  abode  in 
connection  with  a  construction  job  or  other 
project  of  a  temporary  nature.  Provided 
that  camps  which  are  occupied  by  less 
than  five  people  or  camps  which  are  estab¬ 
lished  to  meet  emergency  conditions  and 
are  not  occupied  longer  than  seven  days 
shall  not  be  included  except  that  section 
25  of  these  regulations  shall  apply  to  them. 

“  Operator  ”  means  the  owner,  manager, 
superintendent,  agent,  or  governmental 
agency  operating  or  conducting  a  camp. 

“  Medical  Health  Officer  ”  means  the  Medical 
Health  Officer  as  defined  in  the  “  Health 
Act.” 

“  Communicable  disease  ”  means  a  disease 
which  is  directly  or  indirectly  transmis¬ 
sible  from  an  infected  person  or  animal  to 
some  other  person  or  animal.  This,  there¬ 
fore,  includes  all  diseases  referred  to  in 
the  “  Health  Act  ”  as  infectious  or  con¬ 
tagious. 

“  Vermin  ”  means  rats,  mice,  cockroaches, 
bedbugs,  flies,  and  any  other  noxious 
animal  or  insect. 

“  Common  use  ”  means  the  use  of  an  article 
or  thing  by  more  than  one  person  without 
its  being  thoroughly  cleansed  and  sterilized 
after  each  consecutive  use. 

“  Approved  ”  means  approved  in  writing  by 
the  Medical  Health  Officer. 
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Section  2. — Application. 

These  regulations  shall  apply  to  lumber 
camps,  mining  camps,  sawmills,  railway  con¬ 
struction  camps,  canneries,  and  other  similar 
places  where  labour  is  employed  throughout 
the  Province. 

Section  3. — Delegation  of  Duties  by  Medical 
Health  Officer. 

Where  necessary  or  advisable  the  Medical 
Health  Officer  may  delegate  duties  to  properly 
trained  assistants,  deputies,  qualified  medical 
practitioners,  public  health  nurses,  sanitarians, 
sanitary  inspectors,  or  other  properly  qualified 
representatives  for  the  carrying-out  of  the 
provisions  of  these  regulations. 

Section  4. — Supervision. 

(a.)  Every  camp  shall  be  under  the  continu¬ 
ous  supervision  of  the  camp  operator. 

(6.)  The  operator  of  every  camp  shall: — 

(1.)  Maintain  in  good  repair  and  appear¬ 
ance  all  sanitary  facilities  and  appli¬ 
ances  in  the  camp: 

(2.)  Maintain  every  camp  and  its  equipment 
in  a  clean  and  sanitary  condition: 

(3.)  Provide  and  maintain  at  the  camp, 
equipment  suitable  and  adequate  for 
the  deposit  therein  of  rubbish,  garbage, 
refuse,  and  waste: 

(4.)  Prevent  the  camp  from  being  littered 
with  rubbish,  garbage,  refuse,  or  waste. 

Section  5. — Fires. 

The  operator  of  every  camp  shall:  — 

(a.)  Provide  suitable  stoves  and  other  equip¬ 
ment  for  fires: 

( b .)  Comply  with  all  regulations  made  pur¬ 
suant  to  the  “Fire  Marshal  Act”  relat¬ 
ing  to  fireplaces,  smoke-pipes,  furnace 
chambers,  chimneys,  and  other  matters : 

(c.)  Comply  with  all  regulations  made  pur¬ 
suant  to  the  “  Forest  Act  ”  relating  to 
fires,  fire-protection,  and  other  matters. 

Section  6. — Water-supply. 

(a.)  Quality  and  Source. — An  adequate  sup¬ 
ply  of  safe  water  shall  be  provided  at  all  times 
for  drinking  and  domestic  purposes.  Where  a 
safe  public  water-supply  is  available,  a  con¬ 
nection  shall  be  made  thereto;  otherwise,  the 
water  shall  be  obtained  from  a  supply  approved 
by  the  Medical  Health  Officer.  When  water  is 
transported,  the  container  shall  be  used  for  no 
other  purpose  and  shall  be  kept  adequately 
covered. 

( b .)  Water  Storage  Containers. — All  drink¬ 
ing-water  storage  containers  in  camps  shall  be 
securely  closed  and  so  arranged  that  water 
can  be  drawn  only  from  a  tap,  and  such  con¬ 
tainers  shall  be  clean  and  free  from  contami¬ 
nation. 

(c.)  Dispensing  Water. — The  common  use  of 
a  drinking  cup  is  prohibited.  Dipping  water 
from  open  springs  or  wells  and  water  con¬ 
tainers  is  prohibited.  Where  drinking  foun¬ 
tains  are  used,  they  shall  be  of  an  approved 
angle  jet  type. 

( d .)  Cross-connections.  —  Where  a  water- 
supply  unfit  for  drinking  purposes  is  used  for 
fire-protection  or  industrial  purposes,  there 
shall  be  no  physical  connection  between  such 
supply  and  an  approved  drinking-water  supply. 
Suitable  warning  signs  shall  be  posted  at  all 
outlets  of  the  non-potable  supply. 

(e.)  No  operator  of  a  camp  shall  use  a  well 
as  a  source  of  water-supply  for  the  camp 
unless  the  well  is  so  constructed  and  located 
that  the  water  obtained  therefrom  is  free  from 
contamination.  Provided  that  if  the  water 
available  for  use  is  subject  to  contamination, 
the  operator  shall  not  allow  such  water  to  be 
used  for  drinking  or  domestic  purposes  until 
it  has  been  adequately  treated. 


Section  7. — Site  of  Camp. 

(a.)  Every  camp  shall  be  so  located  that 
good  natural  drainage  is  provided.  The  area 
on  which  tents,  buildings,  or  other  structures 
are  erected,  together  with  such  other  areas 
used  for  camp  activities,  shall  be  well  drained. 

( b .)  The  site  shall  be  chosen  so  that  all 
drainage  may  be  so  arranged  that  there  is  no 
pollution  of  any  water-supply. 

Section  8. — Communicable  Diseases. 

The  operator  of  every  camp  shall: — 

(a.)  Immediately  report  to  the  Medical 
Health  Officer  any  outbreak  of  gastro¬ 
intestinal  upsets  (diarrhoea,  dysentery, 
food  poisoning,  etc.)  : 

( b .)  Comply  with  the  provisions  of  the  com¬ 
municable  disease  regulations  made 
pursuant  to  the  “  Health  Act.” 

Section  9. — Construction  of  Buildings. 

(a.)  No  person  shall  after  the  date  when 
these  regulations  come  into  force  construct  any 
building  or  dwellings  in  a  camp  unless  he 
complies  with  the  following  conditions : — 

(1.)  All  floors  not  built  on  solid  concrete  or 
rat-proof  foundation  shall  be  built  with 
a  clearance  of  at  least  12  inches  be¬ 
tween  the  surface  of  the  ground  and 
the  underside  of  the  floor  joists. 

(2.)  All  buildings  in  a  camp  shall  be  so 
constructed  as  to  be  wind-pi’oof  and 
weather-proof.  All  living  quarters  and 
sleeping  quarters  shall  be  provided  with 
heating  arrangements  that  will  assure 
a  temperature  of  at  least  65  degrees 
during  the  season  in  which  the  build¬ 
ings  are  occupied. 

(3.)  Every  living-room,  sleeping-room,  din¬ 
ing-room,  kitchen,  bathroom,  or  toilet- 
room  shall  have  one  or  more  windows 
having  an  aggregate  area  of  not  less 
than  10  per  cent,  of  the  floor  area. 
Windows  fitted  to  open  shall  be  equiva¬ 
lent  to  not  less  than  5  per  cent,  of  the 
floor  area. 

(4.)  No  toilet  shall  be  located  in  a  building 
containing  sleeping,  eating,  or  other 
living  accommodation  unless  the  toilet 
is  water-flush. 

(5.)  The  floor  of  every  room  containing  a 
toilet,  and  every  bathroom  and  shower- 
room,  shall  be  finished  with  a  smooth, 
tight  surface. 

(6.)  The  floors  and  walls  of  all  rooms  used 
for  living,  sleeping,  or  eating  purposes 
shall  be  of  a  smooth  finish  to  permit 
easy  cleansing,  and  shall  be  kept  clean. 

(b.)  Clause  (3)  of  section  9  shall  not  apply 
in  respect  of  temporary  tents  used  for  camp 
purposes. 

Section  10. — Ventilation. 

All  rooms  shall  be  sufficiently  well  ventilated 
to  prevent  the  accumulation  of  disagreeable 
odours  and  condensation. 

Section  11. — Bunk-houses. 

(a.)  No  operator  of  a  camp  shall  permit  a 
room  to  be  used  for  sleeping  accommodation 
unless  it  complies  with  the  following  conditions 
as  to  dimensions: — 

(1.)  Where  the  room  is  used  as  sleeping 
accommodation  for  two  persons,  it 
shall  have  a  net  floor  area  of  at  least 
96  square  feet  (exclusive  of  cupboards) 
and  a  cubic  air  space  of  not  less  than 
768  cubic  feet. 

(2.)  Where  the  room  is  used  as  sleeping 
accommodation  for  more  than  two  per¬ 
sons,  it  shall  have  an  additional  floor 
area  of  at  least  60  square  feet  with 
an  additional  cubic  space  of  480  cubic 
feet  for  each  person  more  than  two. 

(b  )  A  separate  bed  or  bunk  shall  be  pro- 
vuled  for  each  employee.  Double-deck  or 
multiple-tier  bunks  are'  prohibited. 
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(c.)  In  every  bunk-house  the  storage  of  suit¬ 
cases  and  other  articles  under  beds  and  the 
drying  of  clothes  in  the  sleeping-rooms  is  pro¬ 
hibited. 

( d .)  All  mattresses,  sheets,  pillow-cases, 
Blankets,  and  bed-covers  shall  be  kept  in  a 
clean  and  sanitary  condition.  Clean  laundered 
sheets  and  pillow-cases  shall  be  supplied  to 
every  new  occupant  and  to  every  occupant  at 
least  once  per  week. 

(e.)  No  employee  shall  be  permitted  to  use 
his  own  blankets  in  a  bunk-house. 

Section  12. — Dwelling-houses. 

No  person  shall  after  the  date  when  these 
regulations  come  into  force  construct  any 
dwelling,  apartment,  or  house-keeping  suite  in 
a  camp  unless  he  complies  with  the  following- 
conditions: — 

(a.)  The  living-room  shall  have  a  minimum 
floor  area  of  120  square  feet;  the  kit¬ 
chen  shall  have  a  minimum  floor  area  of 
80  square  feet;  and  the  bedrooms  shall 
have  a  minimum  floor  area  of  100 
square  feet. 

( b .)  Every  building  to  be  used  as  a  dwelling, 
apartment,  or  house-keeping  suite  shall 
have  as  a  minimum  a  living-room  and  a 
kitchen. 

Section  13. — Overcrowding. 

No  tenant  or  occupier  of  a  dwelling,  apart¬ 
ment,  or  house-keeping  suite  contained  in  a 
camp  shall  permit  the  same  to  be  overcrowded. 

A  dwelling,  apartment,  or  house-keeping 
suite  shall  be  deemed  to  be  overcrowded  at  any 
time  when  the  number  of  persons  sleeping  in 
the  house  (a)  is  such  that  any  two  of  these 
persons,  being  10  years  old  or  more,  of  opposite 
sex,  and  not  being  persons  living  together  as 
husband  and  wife,  must  sleep  in  the  same 
room;  or  ( b )  is,  in  relation  to  the  number  and 
floor  area  of  the  rooms  of  which  the  house  con¬ 
sists,  in  excess  of  the  permitted  number  of 
persons. 

For  the  purpose  of  these  regulations  the 
expression  “  the  permitted  number  of  persons  ” 
in  relation  to  any  dwelling,  apartment,  or 
house-keeping  suite  means  the  number  speci¬ 
fied  in  the  second  column  of  the  following 
table: — 

(a.)  2  rooms _ 3  persons 

(b.)  3  rooms _ 5  persons 

(c.)  4  rooms _ TV2  persons 

( d .)  5  rooms _ 10  persons 

with  an  additional  2  in  respect  of 
each  room  in  excess  of  5. 

(Note.— When  determining  for  the  purposes 
of  the  foregoing  table  the  number  of  persons 
sleeping  in  a  house,  no  account  shall  be  taken 
of  a  child  under  1  year  old;  and  a  child  who 
has  attained  1  year  and  is  under  10  years  old 
shall  be  reckoned  as  one-half  of  a  unit.) 

Section  14. — Plumbing. 


(a.)  The  toilets  shall  be  at  a  distance  of  not 
more  than  100  feet  from  any  sleeping- 
room  in  the  camp. 

( b .)  The  floors  of  the  toilet-room  shall  be 
of  concrete,  wood,  or  other  suitable 
material  finished  with  a  smooth,  tight 
surface. 

(c.)  The  toilet-rooms  shall  be  ventilated  to 
the  outside  air. 

(d.)  The  toilets  shall  be  maintained  in  a 
clean  and  sanitary  condition. 

(e.)  Water-flush  toilets  shall  not  be  installed 
in  connection  with  a  camp  unless  they 
are  connected  to  a  public  sewerage 
system  or  to  a  properly  designed  and 
constructed  septic  tank  and  ground 
absorption  system. 

(/•)  Where  water-flush  toilets  are  not  used, 
the  toilets  shall  be  so  constructed  and 
maintained : — 

(1.)  That  flies,  insects,  rats,  or  small 
domestic  animals  cannot  gain  access  to 
the  waste  materials: 

(2.)  That  the  surface  or  ground 
water  cannot  enter  the  pit  or  vault: 

(3.)  That  waste  material  in  the  privy 
cannot  contaminate  a  water  supply : 

(4.)  That  self-closing  seat-covers  are 
in  operation  at  all  times. 

( g .)  The  minimum  number  of  fixtures  re¬ 
quired  shall  be  based  upon  the  follow¬ 
ing  table: —

One  water-closet  and  one  shower  for 
each  additional  20  persons  and  one 
basin  for  each  additional  6  persons. 

Whenever  such  facilities  are  for  the 
exclusive  use  of  males,  urinals  may  be 
substituted  for  one-half  the  required 
number  of  water-closets. 

( h .)  No  toilet  other  than  a  water-closet 
shall  be  installed  in  a  building  contain¬ 
ing  sleeping,  eating,  or  other  living  ac¬ 
commodation.  No  sanitary  privy,  chem¬ 
ical  closet,  or  frost-proof  closet  shall 
be  installed  within  any  building  used 
for  human  occupancy,  nor  within  10 
feet  of  any  'dwelling. 

( i .)  Separate  Toilets. 

(1.)  Wherever  more  than  one  water- 
closet,  one  lavatory,  or  one  bathtub  or 
shower-bath  is  installed  in  a  single 
room,  other  than  a  private  dwelling 
unit,  the  use  of  such  room  shall  be  re¬ 
stricted  to  one  sex  only. 

(2.)  Wherever  separate  water-closet 
rooms  or  bathrooms  are  provided  for 
each  sex,  they  shall  be  closed  by  full- 
sized  doors  and  shall  be  clearly  and 
properly  marked. 

( 3. )  Wherever  water-closet  rooms  are 
provided  for  the  exclusive  use  of  males, 
urinals  shall  be  provided  in  connection 
therewith. 

Section  17. — Washing,  Bathing,  and  Laun¬ 
dry  Facilities. 

A  room  or  building  shall  be  provided  with, 
hot  and  cold  water  for  washing,  bathing,  and 
laundering  purposes.  The  use  of  common  or 
roller  towels  is  prohibited. 


All  plumbing  and  drainage  shall  be  con¬ 
structed  and  maintained  in  accordance  with  all 
plumbing  regulations  from  time  to  time  in 
force. 

Section  15. — Sewage-disposal. 

The  operator  of  every  camp  shall  dispose  of 
the  sewage  therefrom  in  such  a  manner  that 
it  will  not  create  a  nuisance,  or  pollute  any 
stream,  lake,  or  other  body  of  water,  or  con¬ 
taminate  a  water-supply,  bathing  place,  or 
shellfish-growing  area. 

All  sewage-disposal  arrangements  shall  be  in 
accordance  with  plans  and  specifications  ob¬ 
tainable  from  the  Health  Branch,  Department 
of  Health  and  Welfare  of  British  Columbia. 

Section  16.— Toilets. 

The  operator  of  every  camp  shall  provide 
toilets  in  compliance  with  the  following  condi¬ 
tions: — 
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Section  18. — Dry-room. 

If  more  than  ten  persons  are  ordinarily  em¬ 
ployed  in  a  camp,  sufficient  accommodation  in 
a  separate  room  or  building  shall  be  provided 
to  enable  the  persons  employed  to  dry  and 
change  their  work  clothes  conveniently. 

Section  19. — Stables. 

Stables  shall  not  be  nearer  than  125  feet  to 
any  hospital,  cook-house,  eating-rooms,  bunk- 
house,  or  watercourse,  and  shall  be  so  situated 
that  drainage  therefrom  shall  not  contaminate 
any  watercourse. 

Section  20. — Piggeries. 

Piggeries  shall  not  be  nearer  than  200  yards 
to  any  hospital,  cook-house,  eating-rooms, 
bunk-house,  or  watercourse,  and  shall  be  so 
situated  that  drainage  therefrom  shall  not 
contaminate  any  watercourse.  They  shall  be 
placed  so  that  the  prevailing  winds  shall  not  be 
from  piggeries  to  the  said  buildings. 

Section  21. — Vermin. 

Every  camp  building  shall  be  so  constructed 
and  maintained  as  to  exclude  vermin.  Any 
operator  becoming  aware  of  the  presence  of 
vermin  shall  take  adequate  steps  to  extermi¬ 
nate  the  vermin  and  keep  the  premises  free 
therefrom. 

Section  22. — Garbage-disposal. 

Every  operator  of  a  camp  shall: — 

(a.)  Provide  at  the  camp  fly-tight  metal 
garbage  containers  in  a  convenient 
location  and  in  ample  number: 

(b.)  Maintain  the  garbage  containers  so 
that  they  shall  not  become  foul-smell¬ 
ing,  unsightly,  or  a  breeding  place  for 
flies : 

(c.)  Dispose  of  all  garbage  and  refuse  by 
burial,  incineration,  or  other  approved 
method : 

(d.)  No  person  at  a  camp  shall  dispose  of 
garbage,  waste,  or  refuse  except  in 
accordance  with  arrangements  made  by 
the  operator  of  the  camp. 

Section  23. — Milk. 

No  milk  or  milk  products  below  the  stand¬ 
ards  set  forth  in  the  regulations  pursuant  to 
the  “  Milk  Act  ”  shall  be  served  in  any  camp. 

Section  24. — Kitchens,  Dining-rooms,  Food 
Storage,  Cleansing  of  Dishes,  Utensils, 
and  Serving  of  Food. 

The  operator  of  every  camp  where  food  is 
served  shall  comply  with  the  regulations  made 
pursuant  to  the  “  Health  Act  ”  relating  to 
eating  and  drinking  establishments. 

Section  25. — Abandoned  Camps. 

When  any  camp  is  to  be  abandoned,  all  gar¬ 
bage,  rubbish,  and  manure  shall  be  collected 
and  burned,  the  latrine  trenches  filled,  and  the 
grounds  and  buildings  shall  be  left  in  a  clean 
and  sanitary  condition. 

Section  26. — Posting  of  Regulations. 

The  operator  of  every  camp  shall  cause  a 
legible  copy  of  these  regulations  to  be  kept  per¬ 
manently  posted  in  a  prominent  place  in  the 
camp. 

Section  27. — General. 

(«.)  Where  no  provision  is  made  in  these 
regulations  for  any  state,  conditions,  or  other 
thing  found  to  exist  in  any  camp,  the  Medical 
Health  Officer  may  direct  the  operator  as  to 
the  best  means  to  adopt  to  secure  proper  sani¬ 
tation  and  hygienic  conditions  in  the  camp. 

(b.)  Where  a  condition  exists  which,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  Medical  Health  Officer,  is  a 
menace  to  public  health,  such  Medical  Health 


Officer  may  order  the  operator  to  close  such 
camp  until' such  conditions  have  been  remedied, 
and  until  the  Medical  Health  Officer  shall  grant 
permission  to  reopen  such  camp;  and  any 
person  who  continues  to  operate  a  camp  after 
such  closing  order  by  the  Medical  Health  Of¬ 
ficer,  and  before  the  Medical  Health  Officer  has 
given  permission  to  reopen  the  camp,  shall  be 
guilty  of  an  infraction  of  these  regulations  for 
every  day  on  which  the  camp  is  operated  and 
liable  to  the  penalty  hereinafter  imposed  by  the 
“  Health  Act.” 

(c.)  Every  operator  of  a  camp  who  operates 
a  camp  other  than  in  accordance  with  the  con¬ 
ditions  provided  in  these  regulations  shall  be 
guilty  of  an  offence  against  the  regulations. 

(d.)  Every  person  who  does  an  act  forbidden 
or  prohibited,  or  fails  to  do  an  act  required  of 
him,  by  these  regulations  shall  be  guilty  of  an 
offence  against  these  regulations. 

Section  28. — Scope  of  these  Regulations. 

When  any  requirement  of  these  regulations 
is  at  variance  with  any  by-law  of  a  munici¬ 
pality,  the  more  restrictive  requirement  shall 
apply. 

Section  29. — Commencement. 

These  regulations  shall  come  into  operation 
on  the  first  day  of  January,  1947,  and  shall 
apply  to  all  camps  existing  on  that  date,  except 
as  otherwise  stated.
